Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled Teen Hitchhikers 9 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a DVD comprising, primarily, a feature that explicitly depicts sexual 
activity. The feature strongly emphasises the youth of the women to the point that they 
take on the characteristics of teenagers, such as in their facial expressions, coquettish 
behaviour and inexperience in sexual matters. The feature is designed to appeal to men 
with a sexual interest in adolescent girls, who are presented as being sexually desirable, and 
enthusiastic for adult forms of sexual activity. The predatory and somewhat coercive 
behaviour of the men adds significantly to the exploitative nature of this publication. 

The Classification Office is of the opinion that the availability of the publication would 
likely be injurious to the public good. In this instance excisions are considered unsuitable 
due to the high extent of the problematic material. This classification interferes with the 
freedoms set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but the outcome is a 
reasonable limitation and consistent with Parliament's intention. It reflects the concern of a 
free and democratic society to prevent the availability of publications that are likely to be 
injurious to the public good. 
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
